eight bodies have been removed from 
the Cumberland mine and seventeen 
others are now entombed. Of the 
bodies recovered, twenty were white 
and the eight were orientals. Forty 
are now known to have lost their 
livet and the death list is not expect- 
ed to exceed 45.

Reports from the Near East situa-

An early report declared that Adnan

Jies a short space of time in which to 
entirely evacuate the Smyrna har- 
bor. 


A later report says that the Turk- 


ish Commander at Smyrna and the 
Allied Commanders have come to an 
agreement whereby a "status quo" is 
to be maintained jgendlng an opinion 
as to the right of Turkey to issue an 
ultimatum regarding 
the 
Smyrna 


harbor. 


While there is little fear that the 


Turks wil pui their ultimatum into 
effect it is recognized that the situa- 
tion is in itself a bomb' as the Smy- 
rna harbor is mined against attack 
and should any vessel attempt to 
leave there is liable to be a disaster 
which would have world wide signi- 
ficance and import. 


Smyrna, Feb. 9.—It is believed here 


that the only American vessel in the 
Smyrna harbor is a small American 
destroyer of less than 100,000 tonnage 
which (will not come within the terms 
of the Angora ultimatum.

ficance and import.
